radium and barium form insoluble car­ 
bonate.-. 
These are dissolved in hy­ 
drochloric acid, certain chlorides of 
other metals also remaining In the so­ 
lution.

so treated that within a few hours the 
great bulk of the radium is retained 
within a mass of about one hundred 
weight, and this smaller bulk can be 
worked at little more than a twentieth 
of the cost otherwise Involved.

thus possible to deal with ores contain­ 
ing such siumII percentages of radium 
that its extraction by the ordinary proc­ 
esses would be prohibitive in cost.
